Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -3,5-8, and 9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The best prior art of record, taken alone or in combination thereof, fails to teach: 
Claim 1: an inverter control circuit; and a simultaneous switching prevention circuit that 
delays a turn-on of a first switching element of the first pair of switching elements, 
wherein the first switching element corresponds to a first phase and an electrode 
opposite an electrode corresponding to a second switching element of the second pair 
of switching elements, the second switching element corresponds to a second phase, 
and the delay is generated within a predetermined time after the second switching 
element of the second pair of switching elements is turned off with the combination of 
the elements of the claim. 

Claim 2: an inverter control circuit; and a simultaneous switching prevention circuit 
that delays a turn-off of a first switching element of the first pair of switching elements, 
wherein the first switching element corresponds to a first phase and an electrode 
opposite an electrode corresponding to a second switching element of the second pair 
of switching elements, the second switching element corresponds to a second phase, 
and the delay is generated within a predetermined time after the second switching 
element of the second pair of switching elements is turned on with the combination of 
the elements of the claim. 
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Claim 3: an inverter control circuit; and a simultaneous switching prevention circuit that 
delays a turn-off and a turn-on of a first switching element of the first pair of switching 
elements, wherein the first switching element corresponds to a first phase and an 
electrode opposite an electrode corresponding to a second switching element of the 
second pair of switching elements, the second switching element corresponds to a 
second phase, if the switching prevention circuit delays the turn-on, the delay is 
.generated within a predetermined time after the second switching element of the 
second pair of switching elements is turned off, and if the switching prevention circuit 
delays the turn-off, the delay is generated within a predetermined time after the second 
switching element of the second pair of switching elements is turned on with the 
combination of the elements of the claim.
